He who died for our Sins who 
inſtituted our Sacraments, and who commanded 
us to drink in Reme.nhraace of Him, was indeed 
a Divine Perſon, and ſo in doing as he bad us, we 
obey God, and if we pray to Him, in that Com- 
meration, we pay Him Divine Honour. But cer- 
tainly the Drinking in Remembrance of his Death 
does not neceſſarily ſuppoſe him a Divine Perſon,
